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1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being clearly anticipated by Riera 
et al, Pecora et al, Lytle et al, Artru et al, or Vanderstappen. 

3. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The specification does not define what constitutes "a hydraulic system" and the 
"means for controllably distributing said pressure...". 

4. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In line 3 of claim 2, the period "." should be changed to a comma 

5. Attached are two notices from the draftsperson (Form PTO-948) indicating the 
errors found in the drawings filed November 18, 2003 and April 18, 2005. New 
corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this application 
because the figures do not clearly disclose the structure of the device. Drawing 
changes must be made by presenting replacement figures which incorporate the 
desired changes and which comply with 37 CFR 1 .84, as set forth in the previous office 
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action. Note the information on how to effect drawing changes as set forth in the 
previous office action. 

6. In accordance with MPEP 707.07G), the examiner has written the following claim 
for applicant and that such claim would be allowed if incorporated in the application by 
amendment. 

A device for the use of tightening or loosening objects comprising: 

a) a hollow housing including a respitory hole; 

b) a hollow shaft located within said housing, a spring located in said shaft, a 
piston rod in engagement at one end with said spring, teeth at an opposite end of said 
piston rod; 

c) a pair of movable jaws, each jaw having gripping cogs and a cutter at one end 
thereof, a pivot hole and teeth at the opposite end thereof, said teeth being in 
engagement with said teeth of said piston rod, and each jaw being pivoted to said 
hollow shaft; 

d) an air pump piston rod slidable within said hollow housing, teeth on one end 
of said piston, a spring in surrounding said piston; 

e) a pressure handle pivoted to said hollow housing, teeth located at one end of 
said handle for engagement with said teeth of said piston rod; 

f) an intake tuyere accommodates an obturator, a spring, and an air valve, the 
intake tuyere being coupled to a female coupling of the hollow shaft and being located 
within said hollow housing; 
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g) a pressure release tuyere formed on said hollow shaft, a pressure release 
valve attached to said pressure release tuyere; 

h) said hollow housing being covered with an extension neck and a hand grip 
handle, a back end of the handle including a hand grip pump; 

wherein, squeezing down the pressure handle moves the air pump piston which 
in turn pushes air sucked in through said respitory hole, said air is then pushed through 
the intake tuyere which pushes up the obturator allowing air to pass through the air 
valve, said air then pushes on fluid located in the hollow shaft which moves the piston 
rod whose teeth in engagement with the teeth of said jaws moves the jaws into 
engagement with a workpiece. 

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
